Upset over 
Havebury 
work on 
town estate 


HOMEOWNERS are angry 
about work being carried out 
on social housing near their 
own homes. 

Havebury Housing Partner¬ 
ship is currently working on 
the town’s Birds Estate to 
improve the insulation on the 
firm’s properties. 

The work, which involves 
exterior building work to a 
total of more than 160 homes 
to replace the old pebble dash 
fagade to a smooth, modern 
and insulating render, has 
already been carried out in 
Haverhill’s Cambridge Way 
and also in Bury St Edmunds. 

Councillors have reported 
people’s concerns about the 
work, which has changed the 
look of the homes - but 
Havebury has confirmed it 
was allowed under “permitted 
development” and did not 
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require planning permission. 

The housing provider also 
sought advice from St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council before work com¬ 
menced, they said. 

Cllrs Gordon Cox and Anne 
Gower have received com¬ 
plaints about the work “not 
being in keeping” with nearby 
properties, and Havebury “not 
being good neighbours”. 

One homeowner, of Falcon 
Close, has had her new gutter¬ 
ing damaged. It has been 
sloped down, to connect to the 
guttering on the Havebury 
House, she said. 

Her mother told the Weekly 
News : “She has not long had 
the work done and when they 
have joined the guttering to 
hers, they have pulled it down. 


She wasn’t happy at all when 
she saw it.” 

The woman added: “They 
could have done the homes in 
a similar colour so they didn’t 
stick out so much. You can 
walk down there and see ‘oh, 
that’s a council house’.” 

Kemal Ipek is moving into 
the street with his wife and 
three children. 

Though he will own his 
home, the father- of-three has 
said that the “smooth surface” 
looks better than the pebble 
dash - though it would be bet¬ 
ter if all of the properties 
looked the same. 

He plans to get work carried 
out privately to make the front 
of his own house smooth, as 
the sand and stone “causes 
damp”.

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Sort out our paths, 
says scooter user

A PENSIONER is calling for improve¬ 
ments to Haverhill's pavements and 
kerbs. 

Angela Wendell, who uses a mobility 
scooter, says she has to cross roads to 
get to other pavements as she is una¬ 
ble to use some of the uneven paths. 

In some areas, the pensioner, of 
Orchard Close, is forced to travel on 
the road to stop her wheels getting 
stuck in potholes, or “clattering” up 
and down kerbs, she says. 

Some of the worst, she added, are on 
the junction between the town’s 
Clements Lane and Recreation Road. 

She said: “The whole of the pave¬ 
ment along Recreation Road is no 
good for anybody, 

“You can hear me coming from a 
mile off, it’s definitely not very well 
put together and it needs putting 
right.” 

Mrs Wendell, 78, has lived in 
Haverhill with her husband Dennis, 
73, since 2010. 

A few months after moving to the 
town, Mrs Wendell, who suffers from 
pulmonary embolisms and arthritis, 
started to use her scooter. 

The problems with kerbs and pave¬ 
ments do not just affect mobility 
scooter and wheelchair users, she 
added, but everyone who has to use 
the town’s paths and roads. 

“As far as I’m concerned this isn’t 
just a wheelchair problem,” she said. 

“It’s anybody who has got two feet, 
or a wheelchair or a bike or a pram or 
buggy. It is still a problem.” 

Mrs Wendell first complained to 
Suffolk County Council “at least two 
years ago” about the state of the kerb 
and pavement at the junction of Mill 
Hill and Recreation Road. 

Cllr Julian Flood, who represents 
Haverhill Cangle, paid for work to be 
carried out from his local highways 
budget. 

The kerb has now been lowered into 
a slope and dropped crossings have 
been provided. The work, which cost 
£850, was done in May. 

Cllr Flood said: “It was a pleasure to 
sort out the worst junction for buggy 
and mobility scooter access in 
Haverhill, thanks to Angela’s work. 

“We’ll start on the next one shortly 
and by the time I retire she will have

persuaded me to get the whole town 
fixed.” 

The councillor wants to look at some 
kerbside drains on the town’s Camps 
Road, he added. 

Though the work has improved the 
condition of the kerb, Mrs Wendell 
said, it is still a “fraction” out and still 
causes her scooter to “bang” on the 


road. 

There are other problem areas in the 
town she said, including access to the 
Leiston Centre from Greenfields Way. 

The first step should be adapting the 
kerbs, Mrs Wendell said, but the 
“complete resurfacing” of some of the 
pavements needs to come next.

Mr Ipek added: “I think it looks nice - but if the 
homes matched it would be better.” 

Cllr Gower added that it was “unusual” to get 
complaints about Havebury - but she has had 
several complaints “of this nature”. 

“The work is having a big impact on a lot of peo¬ 
ple and I think that particularly is the issue,” she 
said. 

A council spokesman said the borough is 
“reviewing” the work to ensure it is “properly 
authorised”. 

Karen Mayhew, chief executive, confirmed that 
Havebury inspects the sites on a regular basis to 
check health and safety, and quality of the work. 

She added: “Sometimes with a large scale pro¬ 
gramme of external works there will be an impact 
on residents, however Havebury manages the 
project closely to minimise this. Havebury has 
been made aware of some concerns and we have 
been able to resolve these.” 

The contractor also has a liaison officer to inter¬ 
act with residents, she said.

Other services will be 
delivered from the 
Chalkstone Commu¬ 
nity Centre instead, or 
in people’s homes. 

The changes have 
also been proposed to 
make services more 
efficient, the council 
has said. 

The consultation 
runs until October 16. 
Changes will start in 
April 2015.

Patients call for 
improvements 


PATIENTS are asking for 
“greater investment” in 
Haverhill’s health services. 

More than 600 people took 
part in a survey carried out by 
Healthwatch Suffolk - with 
almost half of them revealing 
they “were not happy” with 
services provided by their GP 
surgery. 

Out of 627 respondents, more 
than 410 patients said they 
“lacked confidence” in getting 
an appointment with a doctor 
when they need one. 

According to figures, 234 
patients from Christmas 
Makings and Clements sur¬ 
gery took part, 143 from Dr 
Selby and Partners took part, 
and there were 37 responses 
from Stourview patients. 

It has been proposed that Dr 
Selby and Partners and 
Stourview Medical Centre will 
merge to create one practice 
serving about 15,000 patients. 

After two months of engage¬ 
ment with the public, more 
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than 160 responses have been 
received to a separate ques¬ 
tionnaire, carried out by the 
practices, about the potential 
merger. 

Both Dr Bamidele Sule, of 
Stourview, and Dr Neville 
Selby, of Dr Selby and Partners, 
thanked patients for their par¬ 
ticipation. 

Dr Selby added: “Myself and 
my partners will consider the 
contents of the patient feed¬ 
back report, always mindful 
that the well-being of our 
patients is the priority.” 

A final report on the feed¬ 
back is expected in the coming 
weeks. 

Healthwatch Suffolk collect¬ 
ed more than 50 of its own 
responses about the merger, 
with 18 of them being negative 
and 16 positive. Their research 
also revealed that many 
patients would prefer the one 
new practice to run from two 


sites. Others responding to the 
Healthwatch Suffolk survey, 
which was carried out earlier 
this year, revealed they found 
it easy to cancel appointments 
- but want extended opening 
hours and alternative services, 
such as a walk in centre. 

People also shared the view 
that the town does not have 
enough doctors to serve the 
thousands of patients. 

Annie Topping, Healthwatch 
Suffolk chief executive, said: “I 
would like to thank everyone 
who took part to contribute 
their views. 

“Whilst this work has 
focused on GP services in 
Haverhill, we believe that the 
results are indicative of wider 
challenges faced by our local 
health and care system.” 

Recommendations have 
been made to the practices 
and commissioners, she said.

Town clock plan moves on 

WORK on Haverhill’s much-anticipated town 
clock is moving forward. 

Assembly work on the clock, which is being 
created by students from Samuel Ward 
Academy and head of Art and Design Neil 
Williams, will start next month. 

The clock, which is going to be made from 
stainless steel, will have three faces. 

New town twinning signs 

INFORMATION about Haverhill’s twin towns is 
going to be displayed on the town signs. 

Haverhill has five signs welcoming visitors 
to the area - but three of them don’t display 
the twin towns. 

Colin Poole, town clerk, confirmed that they 
will contact St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
about the signs that haven’t been changed. 

Haverhill is twinned with Pont St Esprit, 
France, and Ehringshausen, Germany. 

Can footpath be listed? 

HAVERHILL Town Council is still investigating 
if a footpath can be listed as a community 
asset. 

If listed it is hoped the path, which runs 
along a 10 hectare space beyond East Town 
Park, would protect the green space from 
being sold. 

As previously reported, the lane falls into 
three different local authority areas - St 
Edmundsbury, Braintree and Babergh. 

Currently, the town council are waiting to 
hear from the borough council on whether or 
not it can be listed. 

Colin Poole, town clerk said: “They are not 
aware of it being done before.” 

It is also near to a 20 hectare “buffer zone” 
between the town and Calford Green. 

It is hoped that the collective 30 hectares 
could become an extension to East Town 
Park. 


Heartbreak as Joshua’s 
memorial cross is stolen

A FAMILY has been left heartbroken 
after tributes laid at the site where a 
teenager was killed in a crash three 
years ago were stolen. 

Joshua Bysouth, 13, was killed along¬ 
side his grandfather Michael Kidd, on 
September 18, 2011, on the A1307 near 
Linton. 

A wooden memorial cross, made by 
Joshua’s father, that was erected at the 
scene of the accident was taken just a 
few days after the anniversary of their 
deaths. 

Flowers and a silver heart laid at the 
cross last Thursday - the anniversary of 
their deaths - were also taken. 

Joshua’s father Paul, of Haverhill’s 
Chalkstone Estate, discovered the theft 
when driving back from work on 
Monday. 

He said: “I was very hurt at first, and 
but now I am angry. I can’t believe 
someone would do this.” 

Mr Bysouth contacted Highways to 
see if they had removed the tributes - 
but they didn’t know anything about it. 

Mr Bysouth, who is a wood machinist, 
made the cross a few weeks after the 
fatal crash, in which a Hyundai, carry¬ 
ing the teenager and his 66-year-old 
grandfather, collided with an Audi. 

The Audi’s driver Paul Bell, 47, of 
Steeple Bumpstead, was jailed for six

The names, birth and death dates of 
the pair were written on the cross. 

Mr Bysouth said: “It was the last thing 
I could make my son. It was the last 
thing I could do for him.” 

Joshua’s father set up the cross so 
there was a memorial site nearer to his 
home in Haverhill. 

The 13-year-old is buried in Saffron 
Walden but his siblings, who go to 
Burton End, regularly visited the cross 
to remember their brother. 

A Cambridgeshire police spokesman 
said: “We have been made aware of the 
incident and are appealing for anyone 
with information or any witnesses.”

Tiny leverets 
rescued from 
brink of death 


DISCOVERED only hours 
old, alongside their dead 
mother and sibling, these 
two leverets had a slim 
chance of survival. 

But now, more than one 
week on, Hugo and Henrietta 
have surprised everyone and 
are well on their way to being 
reintroduced to the wild. 

The young hares were found 
by Steve Thomson, near to 
the River Glem between 
Liston and Glemsford. 

Mr Thomson, a regular con¬ 
tributor to the Weekly News 
‘Your Pictures’ section, found 
the animals at around 7am on 
September 16. 

He had travelled to the area 
early that morning to take 
some pictures, and on his way 
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along a public footpath he 
spotted a dead mother hare, 
and a foetus. 

He said: “I pulled the moth¬ 
er hare out from the under¬ 
growth to see if she was 
injured and I saw two tiny 
little leverets. 

“They were wet and shivery, 
and nibbling on the placenta 
from the three of them.” 

Mr Thomson took the lever¬ 
ets to Swayne and Partners 
vets in Long Melford, where 
they were taken in free of 
charge. 

Just a day later, the animals 


were in a “fantastic” condi¬ 
tion, hopping around and 
grooming each other. 

Staff named the pair Hugo 
and Henrietta. 

The next day Mr Thomson 
and his wife Julie visited the 
animals. 

He said: “They looked com¬ 
pletely different - they were 
much better and all clean and 
fluffy. 

“They were utterly delight¬ 
ful -1 didn’t think they would 
survive. But they looked fan¬ 
tastic.” 

Now, they have been taken 
to Wildlives Rescue and 
Rehabilitation Centre in 
Colchester where, after being 
weaned, they will be released 
back into the wild. 


Approved: Vision 
2031 gets go ahead 

A DOCUMENT mapping out Haverhill’s future 
has been approved by councillors. 

After months of consultation, debate and 
change the town’s Vision 2031 document has 
been adopted by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council as planning policy 

Haverhill’s document was consulted on in 
2013, with public sessions led by a planning 
inspector taking place in January in February 
this year. 

A number of recommendations were made to 
the plans to ensure they were “positively-pre¬ 
pared, justified, effective and consistent with 
national policy”. 

Documents for Bury St Edmunds and the 
rural areas were also adopted at Tuesday’s 
meeting.

Guidance was pub¬ 
lished in June this year by Eric Pickles, stat¬ 
ing that “councillors and council officers 
can be filmed at council meetings”.

The supermarket has applied for 
planning permission to extend the 
front of the store, and realign the car 
park. 

New floor space, if approved, would 
be used for four new concession 
kiosks within the shop. 

Bupa Dentist, Virgin Holidays, Max 
Spielmann Photos and Timpsons 
would be housed there. 

A statement said: “It is now com¬ 
monplace for each of these occupiers 
to be present within existing Tesco 
stores across the portfolio. 

“The concessions would usually be

accommodated at an existing loca¬ 
tion within the store, however at the 
Haverhill store there is not sufficient 
space, such that a small extension to 
the store is necessary to accommo¬ 
date the floorspace requirement.” 

The proposals have been put for¬ 
ward to “utilise some of the spare 
capacity to the front of the store”. 

The units will only be accessible 
from inside the shop. 

A few weeks ago, Tesco submitted 
plans for three “pods” to be built in 
the store’s car park. 

If approved, they would house a 
hand car wash, a Halfords, and a 


rental car business. 

Town councillors did not object to 
the services in principle, but agreed 
that they would be better located 
elsewhere. 

Tesco Haverhill, on Cangle Road, 
has also entered a separate applica¬ 
tion to enable deliveries to be accept¬ 
ed at 5am daily. 

The superstore opened in 2009.

Town’s phone shop will be saved 


THE Phones 4U store in 
Haverhill is being saved 
from closure - after being 
rescued by EE. 

The network operator is to 
buy 58 Phones 4U stores 
across the UK in a deal 
saving more than 350 jobs 
at the collapsed mobile 
phone retailer - but the 
Cambridge stores in the 
Grafton Centre, Market 
Street and Petty Cury will 
all shut. 

Eleven employees - out of 
17 members of staff at the 
three outlets - have been 
made redundant, accord¬ 


ing to the firm’s adminis¬ 
trators PwC. 

The collapse of Phones 
4U, which went into 
administration last week 
following EE’s decision 
not to renew its contract, 
affected 5,600 workers at 
560 Phones 4U stores and 
a further 160 concession 
outlets. 

But EE will buy the 
Haverhill High Street 
branch to safeguard jobs. 
On Friday, Vodafone said 
it would buy 140 Phones 
4u stores, safeguarding 
887 jobs.

She said: “My dad had it when it was 
a fairly new disease and difficult to 
get a diagnosis - we ended up in a 
neurological unit in London before 
we could find out what was wrong, 
and then a few years later he died.” 

Twenty years later, Cllr Gower’s 
mother-in-law was diagnosed with 


the disease and later died - but there 
was not much “movement” in the 
swiftness of the diagnosis, the sup¬ 
port offered or the outcomes, the 
councillor said. 

She added: “There is a lot of fear 
around the diagnosis and also it can 
be very difficult trying to cope with a 
family member with this diagnosis 
once you get it.” 

Cllr Gower is supporting the town’s 
Synergy Cafe, a service designed to 
support patients and their famillies 
on a weekly basis. 

Every Tuesday, sessions take place 


at the West End Congregational 
Church Hall between 11am and 3pm. 

Food and other refreshments are 
available for purchase, but the ses¬ 
sions are free to attend and allow 
those suffering with dementia and 
their families to socialise. 

Cllr Gower added: “The cafe is not 
attracting the families they are trying 
to support.”

new landlord 

regulations

Regulations relating to energy efficiency 
and broadband are tightening for both 
commercial and residential landlords 
when it comes to letting premises, with 
the aim of making the ‘tenant experience’ 
more effective, efficient and sustainable. 

In the last two months two consultations 
have been published by the Department 
of Energy and Climate Change with the 
aim of finalising by early 2015 the energy 
efficiency regulations with which landlords 
will need to comply. It is expected that 
premises within the remit of the energy 
performance certificate (EPC) regulations 
and with an EPC rating of less than 
E (approximately 20% of commercial 
properties fall within bands F and G) will be 
in breach, requiring landlords to carry out 
potentially costly updating and remedial 
works in order to bring the rating of those 
premises to E or above. The regulations 
will come into force by 1 April 2018 which 
leaves some time to prepare; but for 
landlords with large portfolios or potential 
lettings lined up, time is precious. 

Meanwhile, the EU is requiring its member 
states to incorporate into national law 
by 1 January 2016 regulations requiring 
newly constructed buildings and those 
subject to major refurbishment to be 
equipped with a “high-speed-ready in¬ 
building physical infrastructure” by 1 
January 2017, in order to accommodate 
high speed electronic communication. 
For many commercial occupiers, having 
such infrastructure in place is already a 
non-negotiable term of any letting deal. 
However, landlords of properties set 
for refurbishment and occupied by less 
sophisticated commercial or residential 
tenants could find themselves subject to 
the regulations and having to incorporate 
additional works into any planned 
works specification. Developers of new 
residential and commercial buildings will 
also find themselves caught, although 
the precise cut off date for submission 
of planning applications for development 
within the regulations is yet to be decided. 

The key for landlords is to plan ahead in 
order to ensure that when the energy 
efficiency and broadband regulations 
come into play their premises are fully 
compliant. Although something of a 
headache for landlords in the short 
term, in the long term the regulations will 
surely pave the way for a better tenant 
experience and improvement in the quality 
of premises stock available to occupiers of 
the future.

AFTER a glorious summer at home 
pottering around his garden in 
Ireland, green-fingered TV presenter 
Diarmuid Gavin is now preparing his 
beds for the cooler months. 

"Things in my own garden are 
beginning to die back. I have some 
wisterias I've been training up a cast 
iron verandah and underneath that 
I will be ripping out some perenni¬ 
als that haven't been happy in my 
garden, like a trochodendron, which 
has looked sickly and has black spots 
under the leaf." 

He swears by the following tips for 
renewal and regeneration which will 
help your garden withstand the cooler 
months and ensure it is in good condi¬ 
tion for the year ahead. 

THE LAWN: "It's time to get ready for 
renewal and the first thing to look at 
is the lawn, which has probably been 
battered by kids running all over it in 
the summer holidays. 

"A really good maintenance ses¬ 
sion, scarifying, aerating and topping 
up the roots of the grass plants with 
some autumn fertiliser will make a 
massive difference," he says. "Really 
getting stuck in with a spring tine 



rake to remove all the thatch is an 
incredibly satisfying job. 

"For a couple of weeks, the lawn 
will look like you've demolished it, but 
later on, it will improve its condition. 
It's all about toughening it up to get 
it ready for winter. Spiking it and 
aerating it really allows the oxygen to 
get right down to the roots, but also 
releases some of the other bad gases 
that may have built up. Be cruel to be 
kind." 

PROLONG THE SEASON: Continue 
to deadhead anything that's still in 
flower but also visit your local garden 
centre to see what's coming into 
flower. 

"Some of the autumn sedums are 


fantastic and encourage butterflies, 
so you could drop in some spot colour 
before the frost comes." 

CLEAR UP LEAVES: You'll have to 
rake up fallen leaves or they will suf¬ 
focate any plant life underneath them 
and provide shelter for pests. If you 
have lots of leaves and enough space 
and time, make leaf mould by putting 
your leaves into dustbin liners with 
air holes in them and leave them to 
rot down to make a great mulch. It 
does, however, take a year or so for 
the leaves to break down sufficiently 
to use. 

HERBACEOUS PERENNIALS: Tidy up 
herbaceous perennials that are flop¬ 
ping or have developed rust. 

In a month's time, you can start 
to lift and divide perennials to renew 
their vigour and produce new plants. 
Out of one clump, you may get seven 
or eight smaller ones. Replant them, 
digging organic matter into the soil at 
the same time and they should give 
you a good show next year. 

CHECK YOUR SOIL: Autumn is a 
good time to check to see how your 
soil is doing. Prepare to do a big mulch 
and buy in some organic material. 


"Planning is key," says Gavin. "If 
the garden has produced the goods 
for you this year - and for most 
people it's been a really bountiful 
year - you want to condition the soil. 
See what will need to be mulched and 
enriched and order your manure to be 
delivered, before everyone else does." 
PLANT BULBS: Bulbs have been 
in garden centres for the last eight 
weeks and now it's worth having 
a co-ordinated approach to this, 
considering what you want to achieve, 
whether it's bulbs in pots around the 
front door, or in drifts in a lawn - you 
can co-ordinate that with your lawn 
aeration - or in through the beds and 
borders. 

"Maybe buy a 5kg bag of daffodils 
and plant them in drifts rather than 
placing them one by one. Throw them 
on the ground and see where they 
land, which will give you the most 
naturalistic planting. Plant them at 
least twice their depth and give them 
a bit of feed if you want them to be 
vigorous." 

"The secret is, don't skimp on 
bulbs. The only place you can skimp is 
if you're just putting them in pots."

THE APPLE IWATCH: Basically a gadget that is 
unsuitable for use while driving 


LEADING road safety charity 
the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (IAM) is warning 
drivers about the potential 
risks associated with smart 
watches while driving. 

The latest piece of wearable 
technology from Apple will 
allow users to make and 
receive calls, check their mes¬ 
sages and monitor their health 
by operating the device on 
their wrists. However, the IAM 
warns that this could signifi¬ 
cantly impair driving perfor¬ 
mance - being a major cause 
for distraction and road acci¬ 
dents. 

Existing research conducted 
by the IAM simulator study on 
smartphone use between 2006 
and 2010 found distraction 
from a mobile phone was a 
contributory factor in 1,960 
road accidents which resulted 
in injuries; this figure includes 
110 fatal accidents. Having a 


wristwatch linked to a user’s 
mobile phone only suggests a 
higher proportion of drivers’ 
performance will be signifi¬ 
cantly impaired. 

Constant alerts will require 
motorists’ regular attention. 
As opposed to using a legal 
hands-free piece of equipment 
the iWatch will require drivers 
to use two hands to operate the 
device - impacting speed, lane 
position and time spent look¬ 
ing at the road. 

The Department for Transport 
has announced that using an 
iWatch while driving will carry 
the same penalty as using a 
hand-held mobile phone of 
three license penalty points 
and a £100 fine. As per the 
Crown Prosecution guidelines, 
however, where a motorist uses 
a mobile phone causing death 
by dangerous driving a harsher 
sentence of two years impris¬ 
onment is enforced. 


Neil Greig, IAM Director of 
Policy and Research, said: “An 
iWatch has the potential to be 
just as distracting as any other 
smartphone device. Indeed 
more so if you have to take 
your hand off the wheel and 
your eyes off the road to inter¬ 
act with it. 

“Enforcement will be diffi¬ 
cult for the police, but powers 
exist to seize and interrogate 
devices in the event of a seri¬ 
ous crash. The very device that 
distracted you also has the 
power to convict you.” 

This is the second techno¬ 
logical advance this year 
which has been deemed 
unsuitable for drivers to use on 
the road. Earlier this year the 
police made it clear that using 
Google Glass and driving 
would mean the driver could 
be stopped for failing to be in 
full control of his or her vehi¬ 
cle.

BASIC: Checks are vital 

Tyre safety warning as 
students return to colleges 


STUDENTS returning to university 
after the summer break are being 
encouraged to check that their car’s 
tyres are safe and legal before 
embarking on their journey following 
research among young drivers at the 
recent V-Festival, which found that a 
fifth had never checked their car’s 
tyre tread depths or pressures. 

Incredibly, just one in four 
respondents claimed to have made 
these checks within the last month, 
the maximum period recommend 
between inspections. Meanwhile, 
more than one in ten amazingly 
believed that it’s their parents’ 
responsibility to make sure their car 
tyres are safe and legal. 

“Being a safe driver isn’t just about 
sticking to speed limits and ignoring 
your mobile phone,” comments 
Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. 
“There’s also a host of other 
important responsibilities such as 
making regular checks and carrying 
out basic maintenance on your tyres. 
When going back to university, it’s 
likely that the car is heavily laden or 
travelling a long distance, making it 
perhaps more important than ever 
that these checks are completed.” 

Before returning to university, 
TyreSafe is recommending that 
young drivers carry out three quick, 


but important, checks: Firstly, 
pressures should be checked to 
ensure they are in line with the 
vehicle manufacturers recommended 
settings. These details can be found 
in the vehicle handbook, inside the 
fuel filler cap or on a plate located 
on the driver’s door sill. 

Tyre tread depths should then be 
checked to ensure they exceed the 
minimum legal amount of 1.6mm. To 
inspect this, simply place a 20p coin 
into the main tread grooves of the 
tyre. If the outer band of the 20p 
coin is obscured when inserted in to 
the tread, then the tyre has 
sufficient tread depth. However, if 
the outer band is visible, it may be 
below the legal minimum and should 
be inspected immediately by a 
qualified tyre professional. 

Finally, the overall condition of the 
tyre should be inspected, paying 
particular attention to any cuts, 
lumps or bulges in the tyre. If any of 
these are present, again, the tyre 
should be inspected immediately. 

Young drivers looking for more 
information about tyre care and 
maintenance can find a dedicated 
section on the TyreSafe website 
( tyresafe.org) which includes an 
advice video with TV actor Tyger 
Drew-Honey.
